Lost HIS LIFE. 


Engineer ‘‘Gideen” Wells Killed Near Col- 
linsville, III., in a Collision. 


It is said thataruleof the Vandalja road 
requires all freight trains to be side-tracked 
and switches locked ten minutes before the. 
time passengertrains are aue at points of 
meeting. 
ing caused a wreck and the loss of an engi- 
neer’s life near Collinsville, III. 


The Effingham local leaves this city over the 
Vandalia at 5:30 p. m. and is due in Collins- 
ville at 6:04 p.m. At East St. Louis it should 
meet and pass a regular coal train. It did not 
do so last evening. The local, which is known 
as No. 10, consisted of an express and bag- 
gage car and two passenger coaches. It was 
heavily loaded with passengers, as many as 
thirty of them being unable to secure seats. 
When near Collinsville the local was sald- to 
be three minutes behind time. Within a 
quarter ofa mile of the depot at Collinsville 
it ran into a coal train partly side-tracked. 
Gideon?! Wells, the engineer of 
No. 10, had evidently anticipated the 
accident.. He had reversed his 
lever and sanded the track. This did not 
prevent his ene ine from plunging into a coal 
car. Wm. Barris, the fireman, jumped before 
the collision and saved his life. Wells re- 
mained in the cab and when his locemotive 
turned over was caught between the cab and 
tender and crushed to death. After some dif- 
ficulty he was released and carried tothe 
electric station near by, where he suffered for 
three hours and died. 

A reporter of the Posr- DISPATCH talked this 
morning with H. 8. Merrell of Collinsville, 
who was a passenger on No. 10, concerning 
the accident. He said: 

»The coal train into which we ran was 
made up of forty loaded cars. We should 
have passed it at East St. Louis. It was mov- 
ing rapidly at the time of the accident. The 
engine,tender and four coal care had succeed- 
in reaching the sidetrack at the moment of 
the collision. This left thirty-six coal cars on 
the main track. A morning paper states that 
Frank Tuttle, the engineer of the coal train, 
had had planted a red flag, warning No. 10 of 
the whereabouts of hie. train. This 
is possibly true, 1 noticed 
before the collision, 3 an effort 
was being made by the engineer of the iocal 
to rapidiy stop his train. His efforts were 
futiie and the collision lost him hie life. Why 
was not that coal train side-tracked ten min- 
utes before the time we were due in Collins- 
ville? Only three or four weeks ago No. 10 
came witbin fifteen feet of colliding with that 
same train. Gideon Wells was a splendid 
engineer, universally liked by the company 
and its passengers. He leaves a wife and two 
daughters. His home was in Effingham. The 
wreck was Cleaned up by 2 o’clock this mora- 


ing.

SIX WARRANTS ARE SWOEN OUT AGAINST 
THEM TO-DAY. 


The Property Found in Their Possession 
Being Identified by the Persens From 
Whom It Was Stelen — The Men Recog- 
nized as Old-Timers—The Leader’s Story.

Montgomery during bis remarks, ‘‘is 4,500,- 
000, of which 2,000,000 acres are under culttva- 
tion, The natural advantages of this section 
are: First—the unsurpassed fertility ef the 
soil. Second—it posesses a natural drainage 
system, consisting ef bayous and creeks 
coursing generally east and southward. 
Third—the timber attains a remarkable 
growth, and is valuable for both expert and 
international commerce. ’’ 

Since 1885, Mr. Montgomery sald, the ad- 
vent ot the L., N. O. & T. Railroad had been 
the cause of considerable emigration to the 
Delta, and by a heavy rate of taxation the 
levee had been kept intact up to the present 
year. 

„„The country. sald he, has now entered 
upon a period of development and prosperity 
surpassing any agricultural section of the 
United States. 

Mr. Montgemery then briefly reviewed the 
extension of the railroad and the growth of 
towns which are situated from five to ten 
miles apart.

The arrival of the famous 
band at the termimation of its long jour- 
mey was accompanied by quite a degree of 
military and official ceremony. The party 
had been met at San Antonio, Tex., by Mexi- 
ean Consul John F. Cahill, acting under in- 
structions frem the Mexican Government, 
and by Mr. W. W. Witnell, a director of the 


„Fair Grounds Association of St. Louis, and 
Ss _.~ had been brought over American soll 


by 
those genticmen as an official escort. 
At Jefferson Barracks the train bearing 
the Mexican Band was boarded by the United 
States Cavalry Department Band of twenty- 
twe pieces, under command of Col. F. W. 
Lewis, which accompanied the party to the 
city asa mark of.courtesy extended by the 
army of one American republic to that of 
another. At the Union Depot the party was 
met by President Charies Green of the Fair 
Grounds, accompanied by Director Rolla 
Wells. 
AN OFFICIAL REPORT. 

Capt. Juan Francisco Davila, commanding 
the Ninth Battalion Mexican Bund, was intro- 
duced te President Green by Consul Cahill. 
The officer saluted Mr. Green in military 
fashion, and before entering into Informal 
conversation with him said: 

Sir: By order ofthe President ofthe Re- 
oe of Mexico I report to you with the 

and of the Ninth Battalion of Infantry of the 
Mexican army for duty, and hold myself in 
readiness for your orders.’’ 

Having made this official report, the Mexl- 
can band formed in a columa of platoons 
on the Union Depot platform. The 
band is composed of thirty-six enlisted mu- 
Sicians, and presented a soldierty and striking 
appearance asthey drew up in line. They 
were dressed in the regulation fatigue uniform 


of the Mexican army, a short tunic of un- 
bleached linen, close fitting trowsers of the 


same material, with a narrow yellow 
atripe, — stiff tall cap of 
giazed black, surmounted by a red 


pompon and having upon the front the brass 
figure ‘‘9,’’ showing the battalion to which 
they were attached. Each member wore a 
black leather belt i — around the tunic 
waist, alse having the battalion number, and 
supporting a bayonet in its scabbard at the 
left side, and a cartridge pouch, er rather a 
music pouch, at the back, with a silver harp 
stamped upon its face. Capt. Davila was 
dressed in a plain heavy linen suit, with 
no insignia of his army rank, and wore a trav- 


eling cap of soft material. His second in 
command, Lieut. Joseph Olache, was in 
fatigue uniform. The non-commissioned 


officers in the band wore doudble-chevrons 
of yellow, denoting their respective ranks.

WHY PROSECUTIONS FAILED. 

The great defect in the Government’s case 
in the prosecutions growing outof the natu- 
ralization frauds of 1888 was its inability to 
prove that the witnesses were sworn and ex- 
amined prior to the admission of the appli- 
cants to citizenship. It was proved in nearly 
every case that minor apers were 
issued to men who me to this country long 
subsequent to their 18th year, though on the 
face.of the record it appeared that they 
swore, and their witnesses swore, that 
they came to this country before at- 
taining that age. The applicants when piaced 
upon the stand in the trials of perjured 
witnesses were afflicted with great loss of 
memory. * could not say whether the 
witnesses had been sworn or examined. The 
witnesses denied having been sworn and ex- 
amined and so denied having been witnesses. 
Tne court officers who administered 
the oaths and examined applicants and 
witnesses could not remember individuals, as 
there were nearly three thousand persons 
naturalized in afew months. The best they 
could do was to set up what was known as the 
invariable rule. Judge Noonan of the Court 
of Criminal Correction, who naturalized most 
of the 3,000, said he had an invari- 
able rule of procedure in all naturali- 
zation cases, an‘ Clerk Fitzgerald of the 
game court also said that he had an invariable 
rule in administering oaths. This, however, 
did not amount to identification in the opin- 
ion of the Court and of sundiy juries, and the 
cases fell through. Had the blanke printed 
above been in use in those courts a record of 
each witness’ testimony, signed by himself, 
with the evidence that he had taken an oath 
as to the truth of the facts, would have been 
evidence on his trial for purjury. The result 
of the trials would then have been different. 

These blankes have been adopted in the 
Court of Criminal Correction and lu the Crim- 
inal Court. They will probably be adopted in 
St. Leuis Circuit Court, though there 
p says thoy have been waiting to see 


what disposition would be made of a 
bill affecting naturalization which was, 
iatroduced in Congress by one of the 


St. Louis Congressmen. This bill was pre- 
pared by District Attorney Reynolds with the 
advice of Judge Thayer. It is supposed to 
have died ip committee, though it may be re- 
vived in ember. The passage of this bill 
would make the preservation of the testimony 
im tne above form compulsory.

How a Part of the Democratic 


The Details of the Quiet Caucus 
Which Was Ratified by Sun- 
days Conference. | 


Some Inside Facts Concerning the Selection

for an Office With Nearly Fifty Places 
and Rich Pickings. 


The Uhrig’s Cave Hall convention of Oct. 2, 
1890, wlll go Gown inthe annals of the local 
Democracy as a famous convention. Even 
the bosses Were treacherous to one anether 
and to their first lieutenants. 

After Ed Butler and Jim Carlisie had de- 
cided for the welfare of the ticket te change 
the ‘‘conference’’ programme Ed Noonan 
gave out the word and defeated the plan, 
though in so dofhg he jeopardized Tim 
Scully’s chances for Collector of 
Water Rates, and put his protege, 
„Bob““ Claiborne, in a position where 
he will get hurt. Charley Maffitt’s conduct 
horrified his more honest lieutenants like 
Kenefick and Jim Spaulding, and with Pat 
Mack, the seedy representative of the Fif- 
teenth Ward, and Andy Boland, the Seven- 
teenth Ward barnacie, he joined Noonan in 
his little game. Even in the Tenth Ward, 
where the politicians had their fingers so 
badly burned in the Noonan-Allen fight, out of 
which they came singed as badly as Tom Bar- 
rett and the boodlers ef the Fourteenth Ward 
last March, Tom Lynam hawked about the 


delegation, trading where he could, and ap- 
parently deriving no lesson from the expe- 
riences of the Mayoraity campaign. 

Last Sunday afternoon the bosses got to- 
gether after several cenferences. One was 
called at Lemp’s Hall on Second street, but its 
conclusion was net satisfactory. The bosses 
finally got together. With the ghost of Koet- 
ter’s Hotel hovering over them, they called it a 
cenference. They could not pretend to make 
a siate, as there were clean, strong men intl e 
race who wduld bave denounced them 
for bringing the odtum of November, 88, on 
the party. Woerner had to be nominated, 
This was so certain that they did not even 
dareto formally send to him for the 20 per 
cent which they decided to collect for primary 
expenses. Judge Daniel Dillon is himself a 
good politician and his nomination was con- 
ceded. P. M. Staed, always politically strong, 
was given the standard when it was supposed 
that it was a hopeless fight. Phil han 
dropped $8,200 making it two years ago, but 
Staed’s phenominal luck clung to dim, 
and before he was in the canvass two 
weeks Pekiman’s complications began to 
crowd on him. The only thing Staed now bas 
to fear is the corrupt alllance between the 
Mayor’s office, the Sheriff's office and the 
Twelfth and Sixteenth Wards. Staed had to 
go on the tickes. M. J. Kénefick, the clever 
Clerk of the Court of Criminal Correction, is 
an enthusiastic and popular worker who did 
net need any sponsors and who, like Staed, 
could control b's own nomination. 

THE ‘‘CONFERENCR’’ 

made a call fer expressions and Jury Com. 
missioner Jim Carlisle took the floor. He asked 
for thé renemination of Normile for Judge of the 
Criminal Court. Normile if elected is to vote 
for Cafrlisie’s reappointment to a six-year 
place in the Jury Commissioner’s office. Thie 
was asking a good deal, under the cireum- 
stances. Normile is personally exceedingly 
unpopular with the politicians, and has no 
intimate political friends, except those 
on such a platform as that 
which he and Carlisle stand. 
Besides this he has lost a support which car-

Thos. B. Harvey, bis opponent, is a worker, 
and caused trouble for A. A. Paxson and the 
Koetter’s Hotel crowd before, doing enough 
in the mominating convention to beat the 
nominee at the election.

After Nermile’s nomination was settied on 
Butler was asked what he wanted and as- 
tonisbed the crewd by saving, that he did not 
want anythiag.

Attorneyship, and Bernard J. Dierkee van- 
quished his opponest, Ben Clark, by a vote of 
112 to . 1 . 

Wm. M. Smith, Louis H. Jones and John J. 
Lane entered the lists for Recorder of Deeds 
and Smith won. The vote was 108 for Smith, 63 
for Jones and 23 for Lane. 

Much interest was centered in the race be- 
tween Capt. Ben Finney and Hugh T. Patti- 
son for the Clerkship of the Criminal Court. 
Capt. Finney’s nomination was desired by the 
other nominess on account of Ais strength 
and popularity, bat the convention decided 
otherwise. Pattison won by a vote of 103% 
to 90%. 

Thomas B. Estep, Wm. J. Reed, Thomas 
Mulvihill and Louis MeGinnie were placed in 
nomination for Assistant Prosectting Attor- 
ney of the Court of Criminal Correction. Es- 
tep won. The vote was: Estep, 128; MeGin- 
nis, 64, and Muivinill2. This was the result 
on the second ballot, Reed having withdrawn 
after the first. 

There was a lively scramble for the nomina- 
tion for Cotoner. Drs. Sam Frdzer, J. 8. 
Hereford, E. L. Epperson, Wm. J. Langan 
and J. D. Irwin presented themselves as can- 
didates. The Noonanites wanted Irwin and 
they got him. The vote was: Irwin, 137;

person, 2. 

After the election of James Carlisie as Chair- 
man of the City Committee, and the election 
of a new committee, the convention ad 
journed. 


The New Democratic City Committee, 
Before the adjournment of the Democratic 
City Convention last evening a new Central 


Committee was selected by the delegations 
from the various wards. It was decided early 
in the convention to elect the chairman of the 
committees at large, and have the or- 
ganization com pos ed of twenty-nine 
instead of twonty-elght members.

“LOTTERY” MATTER. 


The Instruetions of the Postal 
Department to Postmasters. 


How the Act of Congress Will Be 
Effectively Enforced, 


All Mail Matter Concerning Any Kind ef 

, Gift Enterprise Covered by the Law— 
Newspapers Centaining Lottery Adver- 
tisements Excluded From the Mails— 
Capt. Hiram Smith After a Berth— 
Time Consumed in Koll Calls in the 
House—Impertant Changes in the Ad- 
ministration of the Post-Office Depart- 
ment—Washingten News. 


WASHINGTON. D. C., Oct. 3.—Assistant-Post- 
master General Tyner, by direction of the 
Postmaster-General, Wanamaker, has pre- 
pared for publication inthe postal Bulletin a 
circular letter to Postmasters containing 
instructions for their guidance in the treat- 
ment of ‘‘lottery’’ matter under the recent 
anti-lottery act. After quoting the law in full 


the circular reads as follows: 

1. Section 3894 applies to any letter, ordin- 
ary or registered, if it concerns any lottery, 
gift concertor scheme described in the sec- 
tien, and to lottery tickets, checks, drafts, 
bills, money, postal notes or money orders 
for purchase of lottery tickets or any share or 
chance ina lottery or gift enterprise, and to 
the list of the drawings at any lottery or sim- 
lar scheme, and forbidding the carrying of 
them in the mails or the delivery of them from 
post-ofiices. 

SEALED LETTERS. 

2. The seal of a letter or of any sealed 
packet, prepaid at letter rates, must not be 
disturbed for the purpose of ascertaining if 
its transmission in the mail, or its delivery at 
a Post-office is forbidden by the provisions 
of this act. Nor will the mere suspicion 
that such letter or packet relates to a lot- 
tery. or the fact that it is addressed 
to any person known to be engaged in the 
business of conducting a lottery, justify its 
detention or non-delivery, except that the de- 
livery of registered letters at the office of 
destination shall be withheld when the Post- 
master-General has issued specific orders, 
under the provision of sec. 3929 to that effect. 

UNSEALED MATTER. 

3. Postal cards and circulars unsealed, and 
all other unsealed matter, may, when sus- 
pected of having been deposited or maiied in 
violation of the provisions of this act, be 
examined for the purpose of ascertaining 
their character. 

LIABILITY OF CITIZENS. 

4. The mailing of matter interdicted by this 
act by citizens to lottery companies and their 
representatives is as clear a violation of law 
as the mailing of such matter by lottery com- 
panies to their customers or other persons. 

FRAUDULENT. 

5. When itis known atthe time of deposit- 
ing them for mailing that postal cards er cir- 
culars are unmailable under the provisions of 
sec. 3,894, above quoted, the Postmaster 
shall decline to receive them. If they 
be found in a Post-oftice and the sender 
is unknown to the Postmaster, or if they 
be discovered in the mall in transit they 
should be withdrawn and marked or stamped 
**Fraudulent,’’ and sent to the Postmaster 
General, accompanied by a special report 
from the Postmaster explaining the reason of 
their detention. 

FOREIGN MAILS. 

6. The provisions of this act apply to let- 
ters, postal cards and circulars concerning 
lotteries or similar schemes that come in the 
mails from foreign countries, and such mat- 
ter so received should be treated as if it 
originated in the United States. 

IN TRANSIT. 

Matter sent in violation of the provisions of 
section 3894, discovered bv Postwasters at in- 
termediate offices, should be withdrawn from 
the mail and disposed of in the same manner 
as if it had been discovered by the 
Pestmaster at the office of mailing or 
the office of delivery. But postmasters at 


intermediate offices should not delay the 
transmission of other mail in making special 
search foranything deciared by this act to be 
unmailable. 

NEWSPAPERS. 

8. Newspapers, pamphiets and publications 
ofall kinds, bearing date before or since the 
19th day of September, 1890 (at which date the 
acttook effect), which contain the adver- 
tisement of any lottery, gift enterprise, or 
similar scheme, orthe whole or part of the 
list of prizes awarded atthe drawings of lot- 
teries or siinilar schemes, are, by the provi- 
sions of thie act, denied carriage in the 
mails or delivery to subscribers, ad- 
dresses, or to any other persons, or us 
*‘sample copies. Postmasters should re- 
fuse to receive them from publishers. or to 
deliver them if by advertence they reach the 
office of destination. When found by post- 
masters in the mail in transit they should be 
held until a report concerning them can be 
made to the Postmaster General and instruc- 
tions received from him as to the disposition 
of them. 

FOREIGN PAPERS. 

9. Foreign newspapers, pamphlets and pub- 
lications of all kinds containing printed mat- 
ter forbidden by the provisions of this act 
should be treated as if they were published in 
the United States. 

RAILWAY MAIL CLERES. 

10. Clerks of the Railway Mail Service dis- 
covering matter, the carriage of which is for- 
bidden by the provisions of this act, should 
withdraw and forward itto their respective 
division superintendents. Division Superin- 
tendents should treat such matter in the same 
manner as postmasters are herein instructed 
to treat it,

THE TERM LOTTERY. 

‘slottery’’ as used in this act 
embraces all Kinde of schemes, general or 
local, for the distribution of prizes by 
lottery or chance, such as gift exhibitions, 
enterprises, concerts, raffles, or the drawing 


of prizes in money or property at fairs. 


— es postal cards and circulars con- 
ern! ng them, and newspapers, pamphiets 
and other publications centaining advertise- 
ments are unmallable. 

MONBY ORDERS 

12. The provisions of sec. $929, relating to 
registered letters, and of sec. 4041, relating 
to money orders (both of which sections are 
set out in full in the preceding copy of the 
act) apply to such matter at offices of delivery 
only and are to be enforced upon the direct 
orders of the Postmaster General. 

ARRYING OUT THE INSTRUCTIONS. 

18. Postmasters and other postal officials 
and omployes are expected to be diligent in 
carrying out the foregoing inatructions for the 
enforcement of the provisions of this act.

EAST ST. LOUIS AND BELLEVILLE,

Chicago & Alton crossing. The engine ran a 
short distance along the side of the track 
until the pilot struck an ebdstruction, 
when it was stopped with a sudden jar. 
The tender was thrown righ into 
the air and in falling alighted 
on another locomotive, No. 144, which was 
standing on asidetrack. The tenders of both 
engines were demolished and :ocomotive No. 
566 was utterly wrecked. The other engine 
was not eo badly damaged. Six of the eight 
ceaches of the incoming train were derailed, 
but were not overturned, though the 
couplings were broken by the 
shock of the engine’s sudden 
stop, and the cars were left standing in a zig- 
zag line. 

The passeugers were terribly shaken up and 
several were severely bruised, but no serious 
injury was sustained by any ot them. The 
fortunate circamstance that saved the lives 
and limbs of the passengers was that 
engine No. 566 struck No. 144 and was thereby 

prevented from drawing the train into the 
ditch. Though No. 566 struck No. 144 with 
terrible force andthe tender of one engine 
crushed that of the other, the engineers and 
firemen escaped unhurt. The accident was 
caused by the spreading of the rails.

MABREY STILL MISSING. 


NO CLUE TO THE WHEREABOUTS OF THE 
YOUNG EDITOR. 


The Letter Which He Wrote toe His Brother 
— He Feared Trouble From a Suiter of 
Miss Mergan’s—His Brother and Friends 
Frem Doniphan Searching the City— 
Miss Mergan Distracted, 


The disappearance of young Richard L. 
Mabrey, the Doniphan attorney and news- 
paper man, is still a mystery and the police 
have as yet been unable to discoyer any trace 
ofthe missing man. 

This morning E. M. McRae and E. T. Mitch- 
ell of Rolla arrived in the city for the purpose 
| of assisting in the search for young Mabrey, 
but their unfamiliarity with the city and city 
ways is a serious inconvenience to them, and 
so far they have been unable to meet with any 
success. 

One clew on which they have been working 
this morning was to find the tailor whe made 
the new suit of clothes which the missing man 
was dressed in when he disappeared, but they 
could not find the maker of the suit, although 
several tailors were calied on. They think 
that if they can find the man who made 
the suit they can get a description 
of the man who accompanied him 


to the theater and perhaps find some trace of 
him in that way. They alse desire to get a 
description ofthe clothes worn by the missing 
man, as they have no idea how hewas attired 
Mr. Mabrey requests that the tailor who made 
the suit for his brother send his name to 
Hurst’s Hotel, se that they can get a desorip- 

tion of the. suit. 

THEORIES ADVANCED. 

There is a prevailing impression that young 
Mabrey has, in a fit of intoxication, ab- 
sented himself and will show up 
after while. The missing man’s 
friends and relatives state that while 
he took an occasional drink they have never 
seen him intoxicated, but a young man in this 
city, who says he was well acquainted with 
Mabrey, says he was a hard drinker 
at times and frequently got very full 
while with friends. Ifthis is true there are 
strong probabilities that he went on a little 
spree and, being ashamed of his actions, has 
hidden himeelf fer ashort time. 

Mr. McRae of Rolls, came to St. Louis at the 
elicitation of Miss Morgan, whom he says is 
nearly distracted with griet, and he fears for 
her reason unless some news are quickly 
obtained of the whereabouts! ef her fiancee, 
Mr. McRae will return home to-night. Mr, 
Mabrey received a telegram this afternoon 
asking him fer the combination of the safe 
for the purpose of opening it to see if any 
papers could be found te throw any light on 
the question. 

The following isan extract from the letter 
written by the missing man to his brother, 
telling of his fears and trouble.: 

HIS FEARS. 

Jam afraid I may have a little treuble yet 
with some one who has apparently gone daft 
on Effie and is trying to prevent the 
coming event at Deniphan. I recelved 
two anonymous letters in plain 
yellow envelopes written in a disguised hand 
and both postmarked at St. Leuis two days 
after they were written. One was dated Sept. 
8 and the other the 18th, and 
both threatened dire calamities 
I persisted. I thought it was some 
one trying to run a bluff on me and still be- 
lieve it. Late this afternoon I received au- 
other letter repeating the same things and 
saying the writer would like to see me per- 
sonaliy and settle the matter, man with man, 
before a third party is drawn in.” 

Don't know whether I' see him or not, as 
I haven’t the slightest clew as ts his identity, 
or when or how to meet him, and am inclined 
to the belief that is behind the 
matter in some way, and is trying 
to scare me off, but he can’t do it. 
I know he is nearly crazy over Effie and has 
threatened. Still, I feelalittle worse than I 
would had I not received the letters. Have 
never said anything aboutitto amy one, but 
have never regarded it 
riously as I do now, and 
is really anything In it 
like to bave it settled someway before their 
is a chance for my wife to bea widow’’ as 
one of the letgers puts it. Istiil believe it is 
all done for effect, however.

ST. LOUIS, 
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THE PRICE OF COAL. 


12 CONSIDEBAELE RAISE MADE BY THE 
LOCAL DEALERS. 


Zhe Reasons for the Advance—The Great 
Scarcity of Miners—General Manager 
Simpson of the Consolidated Com- 
pany Makes a Somewhat Startling State- 
ment in Regard te the Visit of the 
Eastern Miners. 


The price of coal in this city was raised 
yesterday by the local coal dealers 
from % cent to 2 cents per bushel. 
Many reasons are assigned for the 
raise, the principal ones being the shortage 
ofthe supply, the inability of the railroads to 
furnish cars for the transportation of coal to 
these markets and the increase in the demand 
fer coal caused by the approach of winter. 

So far this season St. Louis has used 32,000,- 
500 bushels of coal, which has been sold on an 
average of about 8 cents per Dushel, the prin- 
cipal amount being used by manufacturers. St. 


Louis is the cheapest coal market in the 


United States, and while the raise will not 

affect the price to any considerable extent, it 

will make a difference of about $250,000 in the 
um paid ſor coal this winter. 


THE CONSOLIDATED COMPANY. 

The general manager of the Consolidated 
Coal Co. in speaking of the rise in the price 
said this merning: 

„On Sept. 1 the price of coal at retail was ad- 
Vanced 12% cents per ton, and on Oct. 1 a 
further advance of like amount was made by 
all coal companics shipping to this 
market, with the exception of 
the Consolidated Coal Co., which 
until this morning has made no changein its 
prices to consumers from the rates in effect 
during the summer months. The advance of 
25c per ton at retail, which has now been 
made simply puts our prices in line with these 
which other coal companies have lately been 
obtaining. During the last year prices have 
been unusually low, and many manufacturers 
are now receiving the coal under contracts 
taken last summer at prices which in many 
instances do not mere than cover actual cost. 
The present heavy demand is not due to any 
shortage of production as compared with the 
consumption, but the eustem of citi- 
zens generally of requiring their 
winter’s supply to be delivered 
during the months of September and October. 
The pressure is therefore enly temporary, and 
is stimulated by rumors of laber troubles said 
te be likely to occur on Nov. 1. There is but 
little foundation for such reports, and there 
is no reason to doubt but that the supply af- 
ter Nov. 1, will thie year, as in all previous 
experience, exceed the demand.“ 

MINERS SCARCE. 

There is already a scarcity existing of such 
grades of coal as Edwardsville, Lrooksides 
and anthracite. Rather than anf increase 
the ehances are that the supply 
WII still grow scarcer. The supply has 
been uncertain now for some time. 
This uncertainty,’’ said Mr. Michael Holahan, 
**ig aggravated by a condition of labor that 
did not present itself last year, or in fact for 
several years. The mining district through 
Illinois which furnishes the St. 
market with its supply of 
now short of miners to the extent 
of 2,000 men as compared tothe same time a 
year ago. In fact never im the history of 
the mining industry in Illinois has labor 
been 8e scarce. The pay of the average 
miner is so lew that it has driven  ac- 
ceptable workers out ef the field, 
and they have gone to seek other 
work and other trades and are not likely to 
Ko back to mining again. It is easy to under- 
stand then that the situation is bodering on 
the serious, and its effect as a consequence 
will be felt by the consummer. With the 
present situation then itisno easy matter to 
conjecture where prices may go to, and that 
without any desire on the part of dealers. 
There is room now for a smal! army of miners 
in lilinois.’’ 

PROSPECT OF A FIGHT. 

There is a prospect of a very bitter fight be- 
tween the Consolidated Coal Co. of this city 
and Mr. Patrick McBryde of Pennsylvania, 
who says he represents the Executive Board 
of the Mine- workers’ Union of America. 

Mr. McBryde visited the city on Monday and 
announced that his purpose was to talk overa 
raise in wages for mine operatives, wnich 
would, if granted, costthe Censelidated Coal 
Co. about $300,000 a year. 

Mr. McBryde said that his visit here was for 
the purpose of talking the matter over 
and getting 4 fuir idea of what 
the situation was. He said 
that the union controlled every 
mine in which its members were employed 
and could if necessary call all the men out on 
a strike. 

As to the centract the men signed and which 
is supposed to hold good until next summer. 
Mr. McBryde said that if it became! necessary 
this would be broken as it was enly a one- 
sided affair at best and could not 
be considered as binding on the men. 
Mr. Mcbryde was of the opinion that a de- 
cision would be reached by the executive of 
the union in a very short time. 

Mr. Simpson, the General Manager ef the 
Consolidated Co., expressed himself onthe 
subject very freely this merning. He sald: 

SIMPSON’S STARTLING STATEMENT. 

The officers of the Federatien of United 
Mine Workers, which association essentially 
consists of Pennsylvania and Ohio operators 
and miners,has for some time past feund that 
the shipments to Chicago from their districts 
are decreasing, while Indiana and Illinois coal 
mines have been securing the position in that 
market to which their geographical lecation 
entitles them. The present visit and agita- 
tion has therefore as its object the attempt to 
‘get Seuthern Lllinois miners to demand in- 
creased wages or strike, in either of which 
events the interests of Pennsylvania 
and Ohio operators and miners would 
be promoted. If the Southern IIII- 
nois operators concede the demand 
and consequently raise tne price in Chicago. 
The Federation district could then supplant 
the product ef Southern Lilinois and Indiana 
in ite natural market. In the event of a strike 
resulting in Southern Illineis and Indiana the 
— district would have the field to 
tse 

So far as we are advised our employes are 
perfectly satisfied with the annual contract 
under which they are working and have not 
yet joined the United Mine Workers’ organi- 
zation. They have not made any demand on 
this company, and probably will not 
do so, as many of them understand 
the true inwardness of the solicitude of 
the United Mine Workers in their behalf. 
They also recognize the advantage 
to which their present contract secures them 
during the spring and early summer months, 
and which they would surely lose if they were 
te violate their contract at this season. 

The policy ofthe United Mine Workers is, 
therefore, in direct antagonism to the in 
terests of St. Louis consumers as 
in seeking to raise the price 
in Chicago they necessarily bring 
about the same result in St, Louis, as opera- 
tors cannot pay their employees one price on 
coal to be shipped to Chicago, and another on 
coal to be shipped to St. Louis. A general 
advance in rates of mining at this time, when 
ail manufacturers haye contracted 
for their supply, necessarily brings the 
whole cost of such advance 
upon the domestic trade—mine owners are for 
the most part contracted to the extent of two- 
thirds of their capacity for the supply of 
manufacturers at fixed summer prices, and 
one-third remains, upon wolen any advance 
can be obtained. f, therefore, they are 
- compelled by the United Minewerkers to pay 
an advance upon their entire preduction to 
their empl * of 6% cents per ton, they 
cannot avoid loss except by charging three 
times such advance—19½ cents per ton to the 
domestic trade. 

The men as yet have not made any demand 
for the advrnce Mr. McBryde ia speaking of 
and it does not look now as if the demand 
would be made. Butthe rumor is, however, 
having a very perceptible effect.

RACING RUN IN TAE INTEREST OF THE 
BETTING RING. 


A Scorching Rebuke ef Sprint Races and the 
Jockey Clubs—The Browns Win a Game 
Frem fyracuse—Tulia Blackburn Capt- 
ures a Handicap at Morris Park—Gen- 
eral Sporting News.

the reputation and dignity of the turf are 
sadly diminished. If Eastern race courses 
areto confine their contests so largely to 
eprints ofless than a mile, atthe lightest 


weights, and to encourage 2-year-old com- 


petition on so egregious and ruinous a scale, 
then in truth will the pretext, which bas been 
constantly put forward in the Legislature,that 
racing is conducted ‘‘for the improvement of 
the breed of horses, become 80 
trivial, ridiculous and pauseating that 
the gorge of the decent and 
respectable people of the State cannot fail to 
rise against it. Our jockey clubs in New York 
State seem to be amazingly blind to the inev- 
itable drift of public sentiment. One would

nently; that they can degrade racing with 
these miserabie little spurts and scrambies to 
the level of the roulette-wheel; and that, 
nevertheless, the voters of the State will con- 
tinue to send Assemblymen and Senators to 


Albany who will permit it to go on un- 
checked forever, with all its demoralizing and 
depraving influences. The Western racing 
associations have had their eyes opened. They 
are more alert to discern the signs of tbe 
times. They give fewer pell-mell rushes. 
Our Eastern jockey clubs are carrying on 
matters with so highabandand with so cap- 
temptuoug a disregard of the opinious and 
preferences of people who have the true in- 
terests of the turf at heart that they may soon 
see a handwriting on the wall in letters 
of flame that wiil startie them as profoundly 
as Belshazzer of old was startled, and no 
Daniel will be needed to interpret the mean- 
ing ofthe inscription. It looks now as if the 
heavy cost of keeping the Ives pool act on 
the statute books of the State of New York 
would grow still heavier every winter. Cer- 
talnly tLere is nothing in the methods which 
have been adopted this season by the jockey 
clubs of the State to cenciliate reasonable 
sentiment and to mitigate the objections 
to legalized gambling. There ia a faint 
possibility that some time in the ages not too 
dim and remote an absolutely honest legislat- 
ure might be sent to Albany, one in which 
there would not be a purchasabie vote. If 
ever such a lesislature is assembled in the 
twenty-willion pile on the hill above the Hud- 
gon, it will be indispensable that our jockey 
clubs should take hold of themselves witha 
vigorous grip, should reform their ways 
and purify their court yards in a 
hurry, orthe Ives Pool Act will be wineu 
@ut, and the racing grounds around New 
York might then as well be sold for cornfields. 
The abuses andeyils attending the present 
condition of racing in the East are of a nature 
and gravity that might readily prevoke an 
frresistible storm of public indignation, a 
tempest which would find its practical ex- 
pression and working in acounterstroke at 
Albany of the sort just mentioned. If the 
Ives Pool Act goes, the race tracks go, and it 
will be necessary to pander a little to the bet- 
ter sentiment of the community if the lves 
Pool Act is to keep its place in the list of 
@tatutes. 

The New York Sportsman has had some 
keen-edged articles of iate concerning the 
revalient corruption on Eastern racecourses. 
thas not exaggerated the deplorable and 
shameful condition of affairs at all. Things 
have now gone so far that they hardly can 
become much worse. The men who are 
responsible for the monagement of the race- 
courses will tind their oceupations gone in 
this State, and the portly dividends which 
so much satisfaction 
will take wings stmilarto those taken by other 
riches and fly away with great rapidity.

Charity Werkors. 


The Associated Charitable Workers held the 
second meeting of the season yesterday after- 
noon at the office, 10064, Chestnut street. Mrs. 
Jobnson, the Registrar, reported that since 
last meeting there had been thirty-four ap- 
plications for aid; fifteen persons had called 
to hire help; employment bad been procured 


for seven; onechild was buried: three per- 
sons helped to reach their homes; five per- 
sons helped with food and lodging: three 
families’ were procured with permanent help 
as long as it should be needed. 

It has been the custom of the workers to 
hold alternate business meetings and weet- 
ings for discussion at which papers were read 
on subjects connected with charity work. 
The same course will be followed this winter, 
and a rer willbe read a month bence on 
„How to Reach the Children of the Poor and 
Bring Them Up As Useful Citizems?’’
